According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates, who also re- 
sponded to the call, stated firemen 
ventilated the building and electri- 
cians checked around the area of the 
water heater trying to locate the 
cause of the fire. 

Firemen returned to their respec- 
tive stations after it was determined 
no fire hazard existed at that time.

(Wednesday), the dispatcher at the 
Coffee County Sheriff's Department 
received a second call that DJ's was 
on fire.

World Series, The stats - 19 year old hits two home runs, has 5 RBIs, goes 
3 for 4 in first World Series appearance. The player - Andruw Jones of the 
Atlanta Braves. Quite an impressive evening for a young man whose name 
will now go alongside other greats such as Maris and Mantle who also hit 
homers their first Series “at-bats”. Actually, Jones’ name will be just above 
these, right alongside Gene Tenace of the ‘72 Oakland A’s - the only other 
player in major league history to hit two home runs in his first two Series 
at-bats. And he did it with the relaxed enjoyment of, well...a nineteen year 
old! 


The picture on the sports section of Monday’s Montgomery Advertiser 
tells the story quite well. His eyes are focused with joyful glee on the out- 
field fence. His face, which shows no signs of ever having borne “razor 
stubble", portrays a faithful and confident anticipation of the inevitable 
even as the ball, judging from the position of the bat, has probably barely 
cleared the infield. He knows it’s gone! He knows he'll trot all four corners. 
He knows the team will meet him as he comes in with adulation. And he 
knows... "This is FUN!” 


Jones won't be nineteen forever. He'll face the challenges of playing pro 
ball just like the rest of the guys in years to come. He’ll know frustration. 
He'll know evenings or even seasons when he can’t even buy a hit. But 
right now, he’s a kid having fun and getting paid for it...because he’s in the 
“Big League!” 


You know I’ve seen that look before. Not on the face of a ballplayer, but 
in the eyes of someone who has just discovered grace and mercy and has 
found a fledgling faith in Christ. They emanate joy and peace and enthu- 
siasm. It’s infectious if you’re around them. They may not know the future, 
but they're willing to stake their lives on playing in God’s league. But 
they’re not nineteen forever. 


All too often grace is overcome by law and statute. New life is loaded 
down with old legalism. A faulty step is made, a bad choice, a poor deci- 
sion, a bungled play and teammates turn celebration into criticism and cyni- 
cism, The thing that first drew them to the field - the iy of the game - be- 
comes lost in meeting unrealistic expectations and fulfilling someone else’s 
dream. Then, then they play out of duty, not out of love and joy and peace. 


Jesus said, “I am come that you might have life and have it more abun- 
dantly... You shall know the truth and the truth shall make you free...Let 
him who is without sin cast the first stone...Come unto me all you who are 
heavy laden and I will give you rest.” No, we can’t be nineteen forever, but 
we can enjoy the faith just as much if we allow God to unencumber our 
lives and if we refuse to encumber the lives of fellow believers. We can 
look with a gleeful eye to our anticipated reward. We can know the faithful 
confidence that comes with enthusiasm about the future. We can...we 
should...we must! Because this Game’s going down in history, eternal his-

Oscar Charleston 


baseball player...1896-1954 

The son of Tom and Mary 
Charleston, he was born in Indianap- 
olis. His father was first a jockey and 
later a construction worker. Oscar at- 
tended public schools in Indianapolis 
and ran away at the age of fifteen to 
join the Army. In the Philippines, he 
played ball for the 24th Infantry, ran 
track, and was the only negro in the 
Manila League. Returning in 1915 to 
join the ABC’s, one of the best ne- 
gro baschall teams of that cra. 

By 1923, he was one of the high- 
est paid players in black baseball. He 
played with the Lincoln Stars, Amer- 
ican Giants, St. Louis Giants, Harris- 
burg Giants, Pittsburgh Crawfords, 
Hilldale and Homestead Grays. Dur- 
ing the 1940s and 1950s, he man- 
aged several of those clubs, as well 
as the Philadelphia Stars and Brook- 
lyn Brown Dodgers. Branch Ricky’s 
Brooklyn Brown Dodgers was used 
as a phantom club, set up as a cover 
for the signing of Jackie Robinson. 
It was Charleston who urged Ricky 
to sign another youngster, Roy 
Campanella for the Dodgers. 

At center field, Charleston dis- 
played the grace of Joc DiMaggio 
and the exuberance of Willic Mays. 
At bat and on the bases, he played 
with the same savage, slashing drive 
as Ty Cobb. Both were panther fast, 
played for blood, and ripped the ball 
to all ficlds. But unlike Cobb, 
Charleston often swung for the fenc- 
es, and made it. 

In 1976, Charleston became the 
second negro to be elected to the 
Baseball Hall of Fame, Coopers- 
town, New York. (Josh Gibson had 


been the first in 1972.)

ELBA TIGERS “FLAT” TENED BY GENEVA COUNTY 


The Elba Tigers came out flat against the Geneva County Bulldogs Fri- 
day night in Hartford and never seemed to have any enthusiasm at all as 
they were flattened by the 2A Bulldogs 16-0, in what had to be one of the 
most disappointing performances by an Elba team in many years. The Ti- 
gers moved the football at times and might have scored if not for mistakes, 
but it was obvious from the start that the team was not mentally prepared to 
play, and the result was the Tigers third straight shut-out loss on the road 
this season. 

The offense had its chances throughout the game, but turned the ball 
over on fumbles at the Geneva County 6-yardline and the Geneva County 
32-yardline in the first half, then in the second half turned the ball over on 


downs three times within the Geneva County 40, Elba punted only once all 
night, after its first possession of the game, and moved the ball at times 
without many problems, but bogged down whenever it crossed the midfield 
stripe and resembled the Elba offense that struggled so badly in the opening 
scason losses to Charles Henderson and Luverne.

The defense had been solid throughout the season, but also seemed un- 
concerned and confused at times by the Geneva County offensive game 
plan, The Tigers allowed Geneva County to drive 91 yards for one touch- 
down and 72 yards for another, and in the process could only watch as the 
seconds and minutes ticked off the clock, The defense had some big plays 
that kept the game close; however, it was far from being its usual dom- 
inating force and like the offense, turned in a lackluster night on the field. 
The defense had gone through some minor personnel changes in recent 
weeks that had helped it in a couple of areas, but those changes were junked 
Friday night and the defense also looked like it did carly in the season when 
the early-season losses began to pile up. 

I've written countless times that things are never as good as you may 
think after a win, and never as bad as you think after a loss. The wins over 
Headland and Geneva had the Elba fans convinced that the Tigers would 
close the season with six straight wins and be a force in the 3A playoffs, but 
forgot that this was still the same team that started the season with four 
straight losses. Maybe what happened Friday night was simply a wake-up

Elba Junior Tigers slam Samson 32-12 


The Elba Junior High Tigers 
closed out their season on a win- 
ning note last Thursday night when 
they pounded the Samson Junior Ti- 
gers 32-12, in Samson.

A pass interception stopped 
Elba’s next drive toward the Sam- 
son goalline, and at intermission the 
Tigers went in with a 16-0 ad- 
vantage. 

A 64-yard scamper by Tony 
Burks on the second play of the 
third quarter and a two-point con- 
version upped Elba’s lead to 24-0 
with 7:16 left in the stanza, but 
Samson was determined to get back 
in the game and answered the Tiger 
tally with a long touchdown drive 
to cut the lead to 24-6 with 2:59 re- 
maining in the quarter. 


The Samson score only made 
the Elba offense more determined,

KINSTON (3-4) AT NEW BROCKTON (3-4) 

Bragging rights and the Coffee County School System football cham- 
pionship will be on the line Friday night when the Kinston Bulldogs trav- 
el to New Brockton to battle the New Brockton Gamecocks. 

The Bulldogs play a physical brand of football on both sides of the ball 
and have averaged 30 points per game on offense behind the combination 
of a big, physical line and a trio of talented skill players.

Section 1. The following amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, is proposed 
and shall become valid as a part of the 
Constitution when all requirements of this act 
are fulfilled: 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

(a) The operation of bingo games for prizes 
or money by nonprofit organizations for char- 
itable, educational, or other lawful ptirposes 
shall be legal only within the boundaries of the 
Cities of Hartselle and Falkville and that area 
of the City of Decatur located within the 
boundaries of Morgan County, subject to any 
resolution or ordinance by the governing bod- 
ies of the respective cities and towns, within 
their respective jurisdictions. The governing 
bodies may promulgate rules and regulations 
for the licensing and operation of bingo games, 
within their respective jurisdictions. The gov- 
eming bodies shall instire compliance pursuant 
to any ordinance and the following: 

(1) No person under the age of 19 years shall 
be permitted to play any game or games of 
bingo, nor shall any person under the age of 19 
years be permitted to conduct or assist in the 
operation of any game of bingo. 

(2) No bingo licetise shall be isstied to any 
nonprofit organization, unless the organization 
shall have been in existence for at least three 
years in the county immediately prior to the 
issuance of the permit or license. 

(3) Bingo gaimes shall be operated only on 
the premises owned or leased by the nonprofit 
organization operating the bingo game. If the 
premises are leased, the rate of rental shall not 
be based on a percentage of receipts or profits 
resulting from the operation of bingo games. 

(4) No nonprofit organization shall enter into 
any contract with any individual, firm, associ- 
ation, or corporation to have the individual or 
entity operate bingo games or concessions on 
behalf of the nonprofit organization. No non- 
profit organization shall pay consulting fees to 
any individual or entity for any services per- 
formed in relation to the operation or conduct 
of a bingo game. 

(5) Anonprofit organization shall not lend its 
name or allow its identity to be used by any 
other person or entity in the operating or adver- 
tising of a bingo game in which the nonprofit 
Organization is not directly and solely operat- 
ing the bingo game. 

(6) Prizes given by any nonprofit organiza- 
tion for the playing of bingo games shall not 
exceed the cash amount or gifts of equivalent 
value set by the Legislature during any bingo 
session during any calendar week. 

(7) No person or organization, by whatever 
name or composition thereof, shall take any 
expense for the operation of a bingo game 
except as permitted by law, 

(b) The Legislature may, by local legislation, 
provide for the implementation of this amend- 
ment, including, but not lintited to, the imposi- 
tion of criminal penalties for violations of this 
amendment or the local legislation. 

(c) The Legislanure, may by local law, pro- 
vide for the operation of bingo games for 
prizes or money by nonprofit organizations for 
charitable, educational, or other lawful purpos- 
es Within any other city located within the 
boundaries of Morgan County pursuant to sub- 
section (a) of Section | of this constitutional 
amendment, 

Section 2. An election upon the proposed 
amendment shall be held in accordance with 
Amendment 555 to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, and the gener election 
laws of this state. 

Section 3, The appropriate election official 
shall assign a ballot number for the proposed 
constitutional amendment on the election bal- 
lot and shall set forth the following description 
of the substance or subject matter of the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 

‘Relating to Morgan County, proposing an 
amendment fo the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, authorizing the governing bodies of the 
respective Cities of Hartselle, Falkville, and 
Decatur to provide for bingo operations for 
profit within their respective jurisdictions in 
the county; and providing that the Legislarure, 
by local law, may authorize bingo operations 
in any other city located within the boundaries 


of Morgan County.

Elba City Council’s meeting routine

The Elba City Council mecting 
was over Monday evening in less 
than one hour. Business covered in- 
cluded board appointments, ad- 
dressing two ordinances, declaring 
an additional holiday for employces, 
changing the date of the next council 
meeting, agreeing to sell some sur- 
plus property and approving a mo- 
tion on the All Star Sports matter. 

Lloyd Driggers was appointed to 
a two year term on the FEMA E-911 
board. Mayor James Grimes an- 
nounced the re-appointment of Wil- 
son Dyess to the Elba Housing Au- 
thority. 

The council approved an in- 
definite extension to the one cent 
sales tax passed in 1994, The tax 
will continued to be divided with the 
Elba School System. The division 
will be on a 50-50 basis, 

School Superintendent Charles 
Pearce was present and responded to 
questions about the benefits the 
school derives from the tax. 

He noted a $201,000 cut in state 
funding from last year and said, 
“Without these (city) funds we 
couldn't make our budget at all.” He 
added that the schools were in de- 
cent financial shape now, but with- 
out the extra help, the teacher units 
funded by the sales tax would def- 
initely be in jeopardy. The school’s 
portion of the tax is expected to con- 
tinue at about $120,000 a year. 

An ordinance prohibiting the con- 
necting of any ulllitics to any facility 
without the proper building permits, 
etc, was introduced. It will be con- 
sidered at the next council meeting. 

City employees get an extra hol- 
iday after council members voted to 
declare the Friday after Thanks- 
giving as a city holiday, Grimes said 
it would give employees more time

Present county commission holds final meeting

The present members of the Cof- 
fee County Commission held their 
final meeting (barring a special 
called meeting) Monday moming. 

As has been the case for several 
meetings, commissioners moved 
smoothly through their agenda con- 
ducting mostly routine business. 

The awarding of the bid for 
mulch, carried over from the prior 
meeting, was the first order of busi- 
ness. 

Jen-Hill Construction Company 
of Hendersonville, TN will supply 
the 100% recycled paper mulch at 
.14¢ per pound. Universal Feed & 
Supply located in Birmingham, AL 
was low bidder on wood fiber mulch 
and combination wood/paper mulch 
at .1524¢ and .1464¢ per pound re- 
spectively, 

Commissioners approved the pur- 
chase of a re-conditioned patrol car 
with a police package for the sher- 
iff's department. 

Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates reviewed the bids received 
and recommended the purchase of a 
1994 Chevrolet Caprice from Blue 
Streak Motors in Lexington, KY. 

The car, which has 64,000 miles 
on it, was purchased for $11,600.00 
and will be delivered in about two 
weeks. 

The commission had budgeted 
$42,000 for additional vehicles for 
the sheriff's department. The sheriff 


has already purchased a 1993 Chev- 
rolet Caprice from state surplus lot at 
a cost of $8,000, and ordered a 1996 
Ford on state bid. 

Sheriff Moates, by purchasing the 
cars in this manner, stated that he 
was able to add three fully equipped 
vehicles to his fleet without going 
over budget. 

Other good news for the sheriff's 
department was the receipt of a 
$4,600 Church-Arson Grant from 
the U. S. Justice Department. 

According to the sheriff, these 
funds, along with matching funds 
from the county's Emergency Man- 
agement Agency, will be used to 
purchase a new repeater (used in ra- 
dio communications) to replace the 
present out-dated one, 

Recent burning of churches has 
prompted the Justice Department to 
make funds available in assisting lo- 
cal law enforcement in preventing or 
solving cases in which churches 
have been destroyed by fire. 

At the close of the general busi- 
ness session, the outgoing commis- 
sioners expressed their appreciation 
of having had the opportunity to 
serve the people of Coffee County. 

Commissioners Wendell Black, 
Randy Lunsford and Jack Hanson 
were defeated in their bid for re- 
election. Commissioners Bill Faulk 
and Lawrence Creel both decided 
not to seek re-election. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens commented, “! appreciated 


serving with these commissioners. 
They've all represented their dis- 
tricts real well, 

“T think everyone of them had the 
county and the citizens of their com- 
munities at heart.” 

He said that he would miss them 
all but would especially miss Com- 
missioner Faulk since he had served 
with him longer. 

The only two commissioners who 
will be returning are Commission 
Chairman Stephens _ representing 
District 3 and Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks representing District 5. 
Also, Linda Westbrook has already 
been elected to serve the people of 
District 1. The remaining commis- 
sioners from Districts 2, 4, 6 and 7 
are yet to be decided upon, That will 
be done in Tuesday's election (No- 
vember 5). 

Faulk has served on the commis- 
sion for the past 12 years, Prior to 
being elected to the commission, he 
had worked with the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service for 30 years. 

“As I reminisce, the one thing I 
am proud of, I see Coffee County as 
a more united county now than it has 
been since I've been a part of Coffee 
County,” said Faulk. 

“The future of Coffee County

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Adam Cecil Davis 
arraigned on 
murder charge

On Tuesday, October 22, Adam 
Cecil Davis, age 18, of Opp, AL was 
arraigned on the charge of murder, 

Davis was charged with the mur- 
der of Amber Spinks in connection 
with an automobile accident on June 
30, 1996, 

On October 8, Davis’ petition for 
youthful offender status was denied. 
Youthful offender status is available 
to individuals between the ages of 18 
and 21 who have been charged with 
a felony or certain misdemeanors. 
Punishment for the crime is not as 
harsh under YO status. 

Each petition is granted, or not 
granted, on a case-by-case basis by 
the court after consideration of the 
nature of the crime, the individual's 
record, the interest of the public and 
the interest of the individual, in addi- 
tion to the probation officer's report, 
and testimony given during a hear- 
ing, 

"Should Davis be convicted on the 
murder charge, he faces from ten 
years to life in prison. No trial date 
has been set at this time.
